Then a coda 
dictionary was prepared, in which 
each number from one up to several 
thousands stood for a particular 
Chinese letter or ideograph. It is, 
in fact, a cipher syst«m. The sender 
of the message need not bother him- 
self about its meaning. He may tel- 
egraph all day without the slightest 
idea of the information he is send- 
ing, for he transmits only numerals. 


It is very different -with his friend, 


the receiver. He has the oode dic- 
tionary at his elbow, and after each 
message is received he must trans- 
late it, writing each literary charac- 
ter in place of the numeral that 
stands for it-. Only about an eighth 
of the words in the -written language 
appear in the code, but there are 
enough of thera for all practical pur- 
poses. 


But the Chinese system has its 


great disadvantages. Man of or- 
dinary education have not sufficient 
acquaintance with the written lan- 
guage to be competent telegraph re- 
ceivers, and the literati are not seek-

The orders re- 
ceived by the station agent are filed 
in plain view of the employees, and 
if need be the switchman may take 
temporary charge and carry out tha 
instructions from the central office. 
Railroads have bean introduced into 
China to a very small extent, and 
there ia talk of greatly extending 
the service. But how about running 
the trains? 


A writer in Le Mouveinenfe Colo- 


nial of Paris says that if railroads 
aro introduced to any extent in Chi- 
na the personnel must be exclusive- 
ly Enroppap mid American or TG- 
craited from the literary class. He 
says the Chinese government will 
ncS take foreigners into its service, 
and that the educated men of China, 
who alone among the people have 
sufficient knowledge of the written 
language to be intrusted with the 
actual -running of trains, would re- 
fuse most emphatically to be either 
trainbands or station agents.

UNEXPLORED AMERICA, 


V.»>t Tract* of No«hi>'«tf rn Territory 


-Still ATVOiUnz the Dlxoierer. 


Of Ontario's area, estijnutcd at 200,- 


000 sqnaro miles, 100,000 square milts 
are in an nnkuowii region, only the 
edges of which iiave been explored. This 
ia ihe termor) known as the Hinterland 
of Ontario. It lies between Lakes Heron 
and Superior tc the sonth and the Albany 
fiver aud Janiea bay to the north. 
In 


this vast area is the^Jeight of Land, 
which separates waters fiowiug to Hud- 
sou bay from the streams emptying into 
the St. Lawrence and the lakes. Korth 
of tho Height is what is callpfi tho Hud- 
son bay slope, consisting of abont- 80,000 
square miles. This slope may he describ- 
ed as unknown laud. 


Tho Height of Land is not a ridge of 


hills, but is a Icvei plateau some 1,200 
or 1,800 feet above the sta. "The scen- 
ery," says a surveyor's report, " though 
diversified by hundreds of rivers and 
streams, thousands of lakes and iann- 
nierable crass and bills of roek.is certain- 
ly lacking in that nobility and largeness 
of view which only tbo presence of lofty 
mountains can bestow. " Of the rivers 
flowing north from this slope the Al- 
bany is the mosc important, being aboni 
475 milea long and navigable dtiring tho 
season of bigh water for 250 miles. Of 
ibe short slope south of the Height of 
Land, ia which aro situated the settle- 
ments uf Korth Bay, Sturgeon Falis and 
Sndberry, there is definite and general 
knowledge, but the whole territory elop- 
ing north remains unexplored. 


The Hinterland is Ontario's reserve. 


Much, valuable timber in this region is 
destroyed by fires that sweep south of 
tha watershed. Pine, spruce, tamarack, 
poplar and cedar are varieties of wood 
existing ill abundance south of the Hud- 
son :bay slope. 
Here, too, are valuable 


minerals, but the treasures hidden in 
tha region north of the plateau and the 
resources of the bigh plane itself await 
the searching of some intrepid explorer. 
Meanwhile DO adventurous spirit need 
resign itself to obsccre inactivity aor 
ambitious traveler sigh because there are 
not now countries to traverse. The Hin- 
terland will reward the eager discoverer, 
and when he Has exhausted that territory 
Labrador, Newfoundland, the Korcheast 
territory ana regions of the great north- 
west remain unsurveyed. — Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


Stovo Colors.

Hungarian journal, that black iron 
stoves do not in all cases suit a room 
which is painted in light colors, and of 
the attempts made unsuccessfully to 
use upon them a water glass paint, Horr 
Kratzer, a Leipsio chemist, has been 
experimenting in this direction with 
very satisfactory results. The colors, he 
finds, may be bluo white, borinm sul- 
phate, zinc white, borium ehromate, 
yellow ocber, uranium oxide, green 
chroiniiam oxide, cobalt green, green 
ultramarine, tiltraraariae blue, cadmium 
oxide for yellow brown, English red or 
caput rnortnurn for brown, brown oxide 
of manganese, burned terra di siena, 
red iron colors, chrome red. These are 
to be mixed -with watm soft water, dis- 
tilled or rain, and diluted S3 degrees 
or sulphur free water glass. Thus one 
part of water glass siay be mixed ivith 
two of warm soft water, and one part 
of bronze powder bo worked np with 50, 
by weight, of .the diluted water glass. 
Ifc may b6 necessary to give the color a 
thorough preliminary wetting with very 
soft water, particularly if the color bo 
an eurihy one, and the better this is 
done the better will the color mix with 
the water glass, but no more color 
should be mixed than can be used with- 
in two to four hours. The iron, should 
be perfectly free from Rreaso and rust. 
and should be treated with a scratcb 
brush — then, three coats, at 3 2 hour in- 
tervals.

Some Notes on Alfalfa. 


Alfalfa has been grown at the Indi- 


ana experiment station for several years 
As a result of trial we find that alfalfa 
is more feeble than clover at the start 
and is very liable to bo choked by weeds 
the first season ; that it Wesscs :B <ng 
or —til the third year at lease aud thu 
uWu'^ns itself better and longer inth 
soil than common red, mammoth or al 
sike clover; that in very ory seasons— 
like 1695—it may yield mare hay tha 
clover: that in normal seasons it su^io 
times yields less than clover; that bn 
two cuttings of alfalfa may be cspecte 
the =ame season without irrigation: In 
any fertile soil having a sufficiently po 
ous subsoil to permit it to strike'-e; 
root into the lower, permanently moist 
earth the alfalfa will probably do well. 
It is said to do best in light, calcareous 
loams underlaid with a porous subsoil.
